Tre London Times gives an account of 2 pro- 
cess by which anthracite coal bricks are now 
being manufactared by the London Coal Brick 
Syndicate. The bricks are made of grains of 
anthraclte dust, which are forced to. eohere by 
means of a special cementing compound, and of 
gveat pressure, The coal dust la mixed with the 
binding material fn the proportion of 93 per 
cent. of the former to 4 per cent. of the latter. 
The compound [sfed [nto a mixer, where It meets 
a jet of stearn, a stiff paste being formed, which 
is dellvered successive!y into a serles of molds 
under a pressare of agcwt. As the mouldplate 
revolves, the. charge in leach mold {s brought 
between two rams, which exert a pressure of two 
tons per square Inch on each side of the charge, 
forming very dense and homogenous coal 
brick. The brick, st{llin the mould, passes on to 
the dellvery.ram and by ft {t {s pushed out on to 
a table and fs removed: for the market! These 
‘coal bricks are sald to mske an excellent fuel, 
and to possess a very hich efficiency for steam. 
ralsing putposes, The 7Zzes thinks that with 
such a fuel at the disposrl of the public, here ts 
yoom to hope fora retuction fn the pollution of 
the atmesphere of towns,

The cotton apinniog Industry of Japan {m- 
proves year by year, and as Osaka is the centre 
of the trade the nnount of the production fn 
that clty and of imports thereto from forelga 
countries may fairly be taken as a standard of 
‘comparlson, Since the year 1892 several new 
mills have been built and the number of spindles 
has been largely Increased. The total nomber 
of mills in Osake is now twelve, The-lncreased 
production of home yarn has naturally had a 


| great Influence on the Imports from abroad, 


Bombry yarn belng’particularly affected. ‘The 
fmports of Bombay yarn dering the first sfx 
months of the year 1892 amounted to over 17,527 
bales, while’during the second half of last year 
only 3,759 balés were imported into Osska.’ the 
import being reduced by one fifth In fess than 
three years. On the other hand, the production 
of yarn in the various Osaka mills, which dur- 
ing the first half of the yesr 1892 amounted to 
37,060 bales, reached 52,294 bales last year. 
The Import of Bombay yarn into Osaka during 
siz months thus shows a decrease of 14,000 bales, 
while the production of yarn In the Osaka mills 
bas locreised by 23,000 bales, While the Import 
of Bombay yarn has quickly shown « cons{ider- 
able decrease, the import of English yarn 
temained for a long time but little aff-cted, this 
belong do® to the Increased demand for fine 
ae fo the Interlor for weaving purposes, very 
little of the firer quallties of yarn belng turned 
out by the Osaka mills. Now, however, there
